PUBLIC HEALTH. 


Texas Fever and Other Topics Hand- 
led at the Association’s Meeting in 
St. Louls. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Oct. 16,—[Special.}—This is 
the third day of the meeting of the Public 
Health Association. The Committee of Ar- 
rangements, reported preparations for @ car- 
riage-drive this afternoon and a reception to be 
tendered by the Elks tonight. 

“The Sanitary Care of Stock in Transporta- 
tion *’ was the first peper, read by Dr. W. B. 
Conery of the State Board of Health of Mis- 
sourl. The object of the paper was to 
present a few suggestions on the dread- 
ed pestilence among cattle common!y known as 
Texas, Spanisn, or splenic tever. The germs 
of the disease, Dr. Conery said, have their 
origin and are propagated among Texas cat- 
tle, and are communicated to our Northern 
hoofs by them. Tne number of animals 
shipped annually. from the ranches of 
the Weat to the great cities of 
the interior and seaboard is enormous. The 
distance traveled isso great that the journey, 
under the most favorable circumstances, would 
be attended with almost insuperable bardships. 
As it is actually performed, it is accompanied 
by extreme suffering from want of 
drink, and space. Buch trans- 
portation renders animals unheaithy 
and causes much of the disease now preva.ent. 
Fresh water, air, and salt-pans should be ac- 
cessories of cattle-cars; the animals should be 
dalir inspected, and the wounded and broken- 
down should be removed.
